and presented to the Brooklyn Colored 
Toung Men's Christian association a 
fine old mansion costing about §8,000. 
Evening educational classes for color- 
ed young men will be prominent in this 
association, which now has 230 mem- 
bers pledged. Mr. Peabody has prom- 
ised liberal aid in erecting a building 
Cor the colored association in bis native 
city, Columbus, Ga^ when it shall have 
developed to require it 
For years 


membership in many of the city and 
other associations has been open to ne- 
groes, but very few of these young 
men avail themselves of the privilege. 
The associations find that to hf>'p Di- 
eted young men special organizations 
are required, as for railroad men. sol- 
diers, 
sailors, students and 
other 


groups of young men. In -New York 
city, where almost no colored members 
were enrolled, an association was or- 
ganized last year with 225 members, 
where the employment bureau, educa- 
tional classes and dormitory are lead- 
ing features. The classes were immedi- 
ately filled with negroes ambitious for 
self improvement. The colored associa- 
tions are growing, as the international 
committee has two field secretaries su- 


et-vising this movement There are 


now twenty-eight in the cities and six- 
ty-three in colleges, with 6,000 rnein- 
ers. -but without employed secretaries 
n charge these are not very efficient 
five such men were added last year, 
mostly in northern cities, and three 
men are in preparation at the training 
ichool.

men, New York and Charleston 30,000

A SPECTRAL 


SEA FIGHT 


[Original.] 


It was the 23d of September, 1879 


I was alone oa a wreck ia the German 
ocean. There were neither provisions 
nor means of propelling tbe vessel. 
J 


gave myself up for lost. 


I was lying on the deck only partly 


conscious when I heard, or thought I 
heard, a ship's bell. It struck six times 
and I knew that the hour -was 7 o'clock. 
I knew it was etening, fcr the ful 
liioow. mingle*! its lays v.ltli lUc long 
twilight of that high latitude. Rising, 
I crawled to the gunwale and looked 
over the starboard quarter. 


A vessel flying the stars and stripes 


was sailing past^with all her^capyas 
set. 
And what 'a vessel! She was 


built up very high in the poop and cut 
away at the bow, a sort of prow pro- 
jecting with a figurehead. She was a 
man-of-war, with ports open, showing 
the muzzles of her guns. I countec 
fourteen guns on her mala deck and 
four astern on a deck below. This was 
her broadside. 
The officers wore a 


uniform which I had seen in pictures 
of a hundred or more years ago. A 
slender man stood on the quarter deck 
with a glass to his eye. Looking in the 
direction it pointed, 1 saw another ship 
similar in build, also a man-of-war. 
The British ensign was at her peak, 
There were other vessels scatterec 
about, but I took no notice of them 
being profoundly interested in these 
two, evidently about to meet in combat 


The American wore ship and backec 


his topsail, bringing his broadside to 
bear on the Englishman. I saw a man 
on the latter cry out, evidently to hail 
the other, but heard no sound. A sec- 
ond time he hailed. 
I saw smoke 


plumes leap from the American's side, 
and still I heard no sound. 


I was too weak to stand longer and 


sank back-on the deck. On the one 
hand was the moon silently mounting 
the sky, on the other the fierce though 
silent battle. Both passed from my 
vision for a time, for I became uncon- 
scious, but when 1 recovered and rose 
to look over the gunwale there were 
the two men-of-war locked in an «m- 
braee of war. 


It was now night, and I could see 


only by moonlight. The American was 
lashed to the Englishman's forward 
anchor, the man 1 had seen on the 
quarter deck was firing shots at his ene- 
mies, who seemed to be endea\ oring to 
cut the vessels loose. Marines were 
loading the pieces for him, and he 
picked off every man who approached 
the lashings. Meanwhile the Britisher 
was firing her guns right through tlie 
American's main deck. I could see that 
the Americanos dark hulk had settled 
in the water. Then a light burst forth 
t>etween~deeks. "She will burn if she 
does not sink," I said, "and she will 
sink if she does not burn." 


And then came the strangest thing of 


all. I could see by the firelight men 
on the doomed vessel bailing water 
that was sinking the ship to put out 
the fire. Lashed to a stronger ship, 
burning, sinking, broadsides continual- 
ly pouring through her, she was still 
endeavoring to conquer. Was there 
ever pluck like that on sea or land? 
Surely there must be some god of war 
on that wrecked vessel to breathe the 
spirit of invincibility into its uiicon- 
querable crew. 


And there was. On the deck stood 


the slender man, he who with his own 
hands kept his enemy from the lash- 
ings, lighted by fire and moon, ges- 
ticulating, doubtless swearing, direct- 
ing every detail, every man to do the 
part assigned him, and inspiring all 
with his own marvelous courage. 


The American had ceased firing with 


her cannon. At any rate, she was so 
wrapped with the other in smoke that 
if she fired I could not tell. Sailors 
with muskets were on the foretop, the 
maintop, the mizzentop; marines were 
on the quarter deck, the poop deck and 
top of the roundhouse. They were fir- 
ing muskets and hand grenades, but as 
their enemies were all on the lower 
deck they were protected. Men crawl- 
ed out on a yardarm of the American 
and dropped hand grenades on the 
enemy, one Of which fell in an open 
hatchway and exploded below with a 
terrific sound. Soon after this a. sailor 
leaped over the Britisher's rail, fol- 
lowed by boarders, and in a few min- 
utes the British ensign was hauled 
down.

This is the last I remember of the 


night When I came to consciousness 
again, the sun stood where the nioou 
had been and was blinding me with 
his intense light. Rising, I swept the 
horizon with my eye.' Xot a vessel was 
in sight The sea rolled on smoothly, 
silently, as if it had never been dis- 
turbed by the reverberation of guns. 


One effect remained with me. 
If 


those men on that burning, sinking ves- 
sel could conquer, why should I de- 
spair? Going below, I found fishing 
tackle and an ax. With the ox I sacri- 
ficed my own finger and with this for 
bait caught a fish. I had matches in 
ray pocket and made a fire, heated sea 
water and, condensing the steatn, had 
water again, this time that i could 
drink. In this fashion I lived till I was 
picked up by an American cruiser. 


I told my story to the cruiser's cap- 


tain. He listened to me patiently and 
when I was through said: 


"My man, you were used up and un- 


der the influence of,hallucination. You 
must have read of the famous sea fight 
that occurred where you were on the 
23d of September, 1779, just a century 
before." 


"What sea fight was that?' 
"The Bonhomme Richard and the 


Serapis." 


"On my honor, I never heard of It 


Who was the devil that commanded 
\he American?" 


"John Paul Jones."

Bfff Bird Thmt Displayed a» Mncr* 


Conning; as an Apache Indian. 


A.weJl known hunter and taxidermist 


tells this story of personal experience 
In South Africa; it goes far beyond dis- 
pelling a slander that has long clouded 
the fair name of the ostrich: 


Arriving at one of the monster hills 


of the white ant, I climbed upon it and 
raised my observation glasses to m.y 
eyes for a careful survey of the region. 
My first glance showed me, arising 
from the dead level of the plain be- 
yond, two' objects, each having the 
form of a capital S. These I knew, 
were the heads and necks of two os- 
triches. Though I believed they had 
sighted me, I remained immovable un- 
til their necks were suddenly drawn 
down to the level 'of the tops of the 
bushes which screened their bodies. 
Then I knew for a certainty that toiey 
were aware of my presence and would 
make a quick retreat. 


"Without" losing an Instant's time 1 


ran to the spot where the birds had 
been standing and found their tracks. 
These I 'followed as far as they were 
distinguishable and then-took a course 
which I believed the birds would nat- 
urally follow. No sooner had I reached 
the top of the ravine than I saw one of 
the ostriches climbing the side hill. Es 
timating the distance, I took sight and 
fired. The ball passed immediately be- 
tween bis legs and struck in tlie sand 
of the side hill behind him. 


"In an instant the bird darted away 


like an arrow in tKe direction of a 
email clump of bashes in the center of 
an open space. That he would_pause 
behind this bush and then finally 
emerge on the 'other side seemed cer- 
tain, and I aimed to catch him as he 
made a fresh start from behind the 
thorn. He flew over the sand at a ter- 
rific rate and reached the bushes. Then 
I waited fully five minutes for him to 
emerge from his hiding, with my rifle 
ready sighted so that I could pull the 
trigger the second he reappeared, but 
finally went forward to rout him out. 
When I reached the clump of bushes, 
an examination of the sand showed 
that the crafty old bird had shifted his 
course at a right anjrle, making the 
turn so suddenly that his feet had 
plowed up the sand fir a distance of 
several inches. This wary tact bad 
placed the bushes between the bird 
and myself, and he had made his way 
to new cover while I was innocently 
waiting for him on the other side of 
the ambush. An Apache Indian could 
not have executed this maneuver more 
cleverly, and I smiled at myself for 
having ever been foolish enough to be- 
lieve the traditional story of how the 
silly ostrich buries his head in the 
sand and believes that he is thereby 
concealed."—Philadelphia Post.
